A STRANGE PHENOMENON. 



Everything Metallic On Board a Ves- 
ael Was Magnetized. 



He Opened a Saloon in New York 
With Prayer and Singing.

Philadelphia, Aug. 2. — The British 
ship Mohican, while making for the 
Delaware breakwater, has encountered 
a strange phenomenon. A cloud of 
phosphoric appearance enveloped the 
vessel, magnetizing everything on 
board. Capt. Uruquhart says the ves- 
sel and crew had a fiery coating. 

“When the sailors saw it,” said the 
captain, “they rushed along the deck 
in consternation. I looked at the nee- 
dle and It was flying around Jike an 
electric fan. I ordered several of the 
crew to move some iron chains that 
were lying on the deck, thinking to 
distract their attention. The sa*»ors 
could not budge the chains, although 
they did not w^eigh more than 75 
pounds each. 

“Everything was magnetized, and 
chains, bolts, spikes and bars were as 
tight on the deck as if they had been 
riveted there. The cloud was so dense 
that it was impossible for the vessel 
to proceed. I could not see beyond 
the decks. It appeared as if the whole 
world was a mass of glowdng fire. 
The sailors fell on decks and prayed. 
Suddenly the cloud began to lift. The 
phosphorescent glow on the ship and 
the crew began to fade. In a few 
minutes the cloud passed over the ves- 
sel and we saw it moving off over the 
sea." 



, New York, Aug. 3. — Modeled after 
the famous “Squirrel Inn,” on the 
Bowery, ^Bishop Henry C. Potter Tues- 
day opened the new “Subway Tav- 
ern,” at Mulberry and Bleeker streets, 
near police headquarters. Although 
this is a saloon, so far as the sale of 
intoxicating drinks is concerned, the 
principal address was made by the 
most noted Episcopalean minister In 
the United States, and the exercises 
were concluded by the singing of the 
old long meter doxology, “Praise God, 
From Whom All Blessings Flow,” by 
the audience. 

Columbus, O., Aug. 3. — “There is no 
difference between a place run like 
that and the other saloons of the 
country except that it may be more 
orderly than some of them. The ele- 
ment of evil is there as much as in 
other saloons if intoxicating drinks 
are sold. It is just as harmful upon 
its patronizing public as the others, 
and only differs from the average sa- 
loon in the attempt made to obey the 
laws and keep order,” declared Na- 
tional Superintendent P. A. Baker, of 
the Anti-Saloon league, when asked 
Tuesday for his opinion of the saloon 
which had its formal opening Tues- 
day at New York, Bishop Potter pre- 
siding.

For Two Years Danish Government 
Has Been Searching For Them and 
Had Detectives in Large Am- 
erican Cities Engaged. 



An Angry Crowd of Two Thousand 
Men and Women Made Repeated 
Attacks on the Deering Street 
Police Station.

Chicago, Aug. 3. — Elsie Gellert, a 
little Danish girl of five years. Is in 
the custody of the federal authorities 
here. William Jensen and his wife, 
Mary, also are in custody charged 
with having kidnaped the child in Den- 
mark. 

While it is stated that the child’s 
parents are wealthy and that a ran- 
som of $200,000 has bofen demanded, 
for her return to Denmark, the Jen- 
sens insist that they are in rightful 
possession of the little girl. The case 
will be decided before United States 
Commissioner Foote W’ednesday. For 
more than two years the Danish gov- 
ernment has been searching for the 
Jensens and detectives in every large 
city of the United States have been 
looking for them. The chase ended 
Tuesday in Chicago, where they are 
located in North Halstead street. Geo. 
Bech, acting consul in New York for 
the Danish government, arrived from 
the east, armed with extradition pa- 
pers and the correspondence between 
the governments. 

The story told by the Danish agents 
Is that M. Gellert, father of the child, 
is one of the richest men of Den- 
mark, and makes his home upon a 
magnificent estate at Friderica. In 
1902 he had one daughter, Elsie, who 
was three years old. He had a valet 
of the name of Jensen, and there also 
was in the family a young woman 
nurse. 

Mrs.-^ Gellert was ill and the little 
girl was almost entirely in the charge 
of the nurse. The valet and the nurse 
disappeared, it Is said, taking the 
child with them. 

No clew could be obtained to their 
whereabouts at first, but later it was 
found they had all landed in New 
York. The Danish authorities stirred 
up the American state department and 
for the last two years the search has 
continued without intermission. 

The story as told by the Jensens is 
that they were prosperous trades peo- 
ple in Denmark. The child, they say, 
practically was deserted by her par- 
ents, and out of pity for the little one 
they volunteered to care for her. 
There was no adoption. The Jensens 
simply took Elsie, they say, with the 
mother’s consent. Two years ago they 
came to America and brought the 
child with them. They deny that they 
have lived under assumed names, as 
the Danish officers charge, or that 
they have made any demands for 
money. 



Chicago, Aug. 2. — A fight in which 
a squad of police, summoned by a riot 
call had to use their clubs against 
strike-sympathizers occurred Monday 
afternoon in an alley near the yards. 
The police won the day and took into 
custody two of the men v>’ho had beat- 
en George Guschla, a strike breaker, 
so badly that his life is despaired of. 
The crowd hurled stones and sticks 
at the police when the two members 
of the mob were arrested, but none of 
the police were hurt. 

Rioters stoned the Deering street 
police station late Monday night and 
for a quarter of an hour the police 
battled with the crowd of 2,000 men 
and women as it charged the station 
repeatedly with sticks and stones, 
shouting vengeance against the po- 
lice. 

Chicago, Aug, 3. — The meat packers 
whose union employes are on strike 
claim to be in a better position now 
than at any time since the struggle 
be.gan. When asked for the packers’ 
side of the situation Tuesday night, 
Arthur Meeker, general manager for 
Armour & Co., said: 

“The strike may be said to be near 
an end. At the rate we are securing 
new employes it will be only a matter 
of a short time now until everything 
will be in normal condition with ug 
once more.” 

Despite these declarations of the 
packers’ representative the pens at 
the stockyards are filled with cattle 
and hogs that buyers make no bid for 
in the market. According to commis- 
sion men and officials of the Union 
Stockyards and Transit Co., out of the 
live stock received Monday and Tues- 
day over 19,000 sheep and 10,000 hogs 
were re-shipped and unsold stock is 
rapidly accumulating in the cattle 
pens. 

Chicago, Aug. 4. — 'The threatened 
spread of the stockyards strike to out- 
side industries came Wednesday night 
when an order was issued by the 
’Feamsters’ union prohibiting drivers 
of ice wagons from making any deliv- 
eries to retail merchants who, since 
the packing house teamsters went on 
strike, have been hauling meat from 
the yards in their own v'agons. As 
the refrigerators in the meat markets 
do not hold enough ice to last longer 
than 48 hours, if the order cutting off 
the supply of ice can be enforced, it 
means that the majority of people in 
Chicago will be compelled to go on 
short rations as far as meat is con- 
cerned. The officials of the Teamsters’ 
union have appointed pickets to watch 
the meat markets all over the city 
and these men have been instructed 
to see that the boycott is carried out 
to the limit. 

In a riot which broke out at the 
yards Wednesday night two policemen 
were injured and 28 rioters were ar- 
rested after having been beaten into 
subjugation. The trouble started 
when five strike breakers from one of 
the machine shops in one of the pack- 
ing plants were leaving the yards and 
tried to board a street car to go to 
their homes.

STORM IN NEW YORK, 



Too Many Burglars 
About Town 



Secretary George B. Cortelyou Has 
Selected the Members. 



Considerable Damage Was Done in 
Different Parts of the City. 



Chicago, Aug. 3. — Chairman George 
B. Cortelyou, of the republican nation- 
al committee, Tuesday selected the 
men who are to serve on the execu- 
tive committee during the coming 
campaign. The committee is divided 
equally between Chicago and New 
York, four members being allotted to 
each headquarters.

New York, Aug. 2. — Considerable 
damage was done in widely separated 
parts of the city during an electrical 
storm Monday afternoon. Both fiag- 
Btaffs of the post office building in 
lower New York were struck and a 
man on the top fioor of the building 
was badly shocked and burned about 
the arm. A bolt struck the Third Ave- 
nue elevated structure near 50th 
street, ran along and set fire to the 
sleepers, causing a lively pyrotechnic 
display. During the 45 minutes the 
storm continued nearly two inches of 
water fell, flooding cellars and streets 
on Manhattan island so that traffic 
was seriously impeded. 

During the storm the flagpole sur- 
mounting Tammany hall was struck 
by lightning and the big ball at the 
top crashed to the street, but no one 
was injured. 

At Milltow'n, N. Y., lightning killed 
Edward J. Wilkinson and his daughter 
Martha w'hile they were sitting under 
a tent.

Nebraska City, Neb., Aug. 2. — Whild 
under the influence cf cocaine Monday 
night Jack Carr, a carpenter, shot and 
killed Chris Hartman, aged 55 years, 
shot Chief of Police Schoonover in 
the hand and was himself shot and 
mortally wounded by officers before 
he was captured. Hartman was shot 
without provocation or warning after 
which Carr took refuge in a room in 
a hotel. When the police entered the 
next room Carr began shooting 
through the door with a shotgun and 
wounded Schoonover. After driving 
the officers away, Carr began shoot- 
ing from the window at the crowd on 
the street below. The crowd return- 
ed the fire, no less than 50 revolver.s 
being used by the men in the street. 
Carr left his room and went into the 
street, firing into the crowd again 
■vhen he was shot and fatally wound- 
ed. Officer Ingram was shot in the 
back and eight citizens received flesh 
wounds.

Washington, Aug. 3. — A description 
of conditions in the stockyards at Chi- 
cago during the strike now in pro- 
gress there is expected to form an in- 
teresting feature of the report on tho 
beef industry which will be made by 
the president to congress in response 
to the Martin resolution passed at the 
last session. Fifteen or twenty in- 
spectors are in the field under the di- 
rection of the department of • com- 
merce and labor collecting informa- 
tion required by the terms of the res- 
olution. 

The inspectors have been engaged 
at this work since early in April and 
reports from some of them are daily 
expected at the department. The in- 
spection has been conducted under tho 
immediate supervision of James R. 
Garfield, the commissioner of the bu- 
reau of corporations of the depart- 
ment cf commerce and labor.

Growths Gives Some Valu- 
able Information. 



Senator Fairbanks Officially No 
tiffed of His Nomination. 



Struck by a Bursting Shell Near 
Liao Yan<?. 



“How Dxany leaves do you think a tree 
has?” asked the man who had read it all 
up, stopping his friend in the park, re- 
lates the New York Sun. “Of course, you 
don’t know. Some birches have 200,00)„ 
and each leaf has 100,000 mouths. 1 
know of a 60-year-old beech that had 35,- 
000 leaves and a 35-year-old one that 
had only 3,000. 

“These 35,000 leaves, dried, weighed 
only ten pounds and the 3,000 dried, only 
three-quarters of a pound. But they do 
tremendous work in a season. During 
a spring and summer, birches and lin- 
dens have been found to exhale 600 or 
700 pounds of water per pound of dr>* 
leaves; the ash tree about 500; beeches. 
400; maples, 400, and oaks, 250. The 
conifers give out about 100 pounds a tr<^e. 
To stagger you still more, an acre of 
beech forest of, say, 500 trees, would 
exhale about 2,000,000 pounds. 

“And the funniest part of it all to me 
is that the water in a tree, or the mois- 
ture, really amounts to more than half 
the W’eight of the tree, or from 55 to 60 
per cent., while* the wood weighs but 40 
to 45 per cent. In a big forest what you 
don’t see weighs more than what you 
do see. Funny, isn’t it? 

“As to forests and water,” continued 
the tree man, “I learned that a partial 
cutting down of the Volga river valley 
forests had the tremendous effect of 
lessening so great an area of water as 
the Caspian sea. I figured the compari- 
son, and found that, pro rata, six feet of 
water would be taken off Lake Superior, 
eight off Lake Michigan, 18 off Lake 
Erie and 27 off Lake Ontario. I was 
staggered. 

“Then I found that deforestation, as 
we call it, has robbed the Vistula river 
of 26 inches of water, the magnificent 
Rhine of 28 inches and the beautiful blue 
Danube of 55 inches. Let me hit you 
nearer^ home. The Hudson has been 
called a drowned river because the sea 
encroaches upon it. But you’re drown- 
ing it more now by your deforestation 
and you’d better hurry up with those 
Adirondack lands. The salt water now, 
they say. goes up to Hastings. 

“The Schuylkill is less in volume than 
ever. So is the Mohawk and so is the 
Connecticut. Even the fish Jeft the 
lower part of the Savannah river, but 
they’re trying to do something with that 
water now. 

“Another queer thing is that Christo- 
pher Columbus’ son Fernando, who 
crossed the ocean with him, was the 
first man to start the question of for- 
ests causing rainfall, by his observations 
of the wealth of vegetation on the Island 
of Jamaica.”

The Main Force of Gen. Kuropatkin, 
Being Sorely Pressed by the 
Japanese, is Being Moved 
to the North. 






Indianapolis, Ind., Aug. 4. — Charles 
\V. Fairbanks, senior United States 
senator from Indiana, was Wednesday 
formally notified of his nomination for 
vice president of the United States by 
I he republican national convention. 
The notification address was made by 
Klihu Root, ex-secretary of war, who 
was temporary chairman of the con- 
vention. The exercises were held on 
I he wide veranda of Senator Fair- 
i’anks’ beautiful home at Sixteenth 
and Meridian streets, in the presence 
of members of the notification com- 
luitiee. consisting of one member from 
oach state and territory, the governor 
and other state officers of Indiana, the 
republican candidates for state office, 
the Indiana republican congressional 
delegation, Indiana delegates and al- 
ternates to the national convention, 
the state central committee and the 
Republican Editorial association. All 
These had been especially invited. On 
the lawn surrounding three sides of 
file residence and extending far on all 
sides beneath the great forest trees 
were several thousand friends, neigh- 
bors and political supporters of the 
.senior senator. Massed in a body 
were 1,000 members of the Marion 
club, who had acted as escort for the 
distinguished visitors. Flags wera 
seen everywhere. The house was elab- 
orately decorated, and on one side of 
the lawn two large tents were top- 
ped by waving banners. The day 
was one of the most beautiful of the 
year 

The exercises were held on the. ve- 
randa, the especially invited guests 
were served with luncheon in large 
tents on the lawn. The general public 
was served with light refreshments in 
the house and a photograph of the can- 
didate and committee was taken from 
the steps of the veranda. The mem- 
bers of the notification comraitee be- 
gan arriving on early morning trains. 
Shortly after noon the journey of one 
and one-half miles north, beneath the 
overlapping trees of Meridian street, 
liegan. Gathered at the resldenca 
were 5,000 people. Senator Fairbanks 
and Airs. Fairbanks received the com- 
mittee and especially invited guests, 
and with little delay Mr. Root and 
Senator Fairbanks led the way to the 
veranda, where seats were arranged 
for all. An enthusiastic greeting was 
accorded the two speakers as they ap- 
peared on the veranda. The demon- 
stration lasted for several minute.s, 
during wkich the members of the com- 
mittee were seated. Air. Root with- 
out preliminary addressed himself to 
the formal notification. Senator Fair- 
banks was given another ovation as 
he arose to accept the nomination. 
Both speeches were met with frequent 
outbursts of applause. As Senator 
Fairbanks concluded there were cor- 
deal greetings, and after a photograph 
was taken the party was escorted to 
one of the large tents on the lawn 
when luncheon was served with light 
retreshments in the house. 



St. Petersburg. Aug. 2. — A report 
from an apparently reliable source 
late Monday night was to the effect 
that Gen. Kuropatkin’s main force had 
been rapidly moving north for several 
days. 

The report of Lieut. Gen. Count Kel- 
ler’s death is confirmed. He was kill- 
ed July 29, w'hile resisting the pre- 
liminary attack of Gen. Kuroki’s army 
on the Yanzee pass, 30 miles east of 
Liao Yang. The general was .stand- 
ing near a battery which was sub- 
jected to a terrific fire when a shell 
burst close to him and he fell, mor- 
tally wounded, dying 20 minutes la- 
ter. Before he expired Gen. Keller 
had the satisfaction of knowing that 
the Japanese attack had been re- 
pelled. 

Liao Yang, Aug. 3. — After a fierce 
battle the Eastern Russian force has 
evacuated Yangtzuling (six miles west 
of Motien pass). 

St. Petersburg. Aug. 3. — It is offi- 
cially announced that the Russians 
have fallen back from Yangze pass, 
but are holding their positions on the 
Saimatsza road. 

Tokio, Aug. 3. — Gen. Kuroki has ad- 
ministered a severe defeat to the Rus- 
sian forces which defended the Rus- 
sian east flank at Liao Yang, winning 
separate actions at Mushulikzu and 
Yang Se pass. These two places are 
26 miles apart, but the two actions 
were fought at the same time. The 
Russians held strong positions. The 
thermometer registered over 110 de- 
grees Fahrenheit and the soldiers suf- 
fered cruelly from heat exhaustion. 

Che Foo, Aug. 3. — ^A desperate three 
days’ assault on the innner defenses 
on the northern and eastern sides of 
Port Arthur has failed, according to 
advices brought by two junks which 
arrived here Tuesday. 

A Chinese who has arrived here on 
a separate junk confirms the Russians’ 
statement that the Russian killed and 
wounded during the assault numbered 
between 5,000 and 6,000. The Japan- 
ese in their repeated assaults against 
the eastern forts on the hills, through 
barbed wire entanglements and over 
mines displayed fanatical bravery 
They were mowed down by the hail 
of shells and bullets and the explo- 
sion of mines under their feet. Thiartr 
losses are estimated at 20,000. 

Che Foo, Aug. 4. — The steamer Wu- 
chow, which has just arrived here 
from New-Chwang, brings further de- 
tails of the latest Japanese assault on 
Port Arthur. When nearing Che Foo 
the Wuchow picked up a junk carry- 
ing seven men, four women and one 
boy who left Port Arthur Tuesday. 
They report that the fighting north of 
the city of Port Arthur occurred at 
Wolf Hill, and was sanguinary, result- 
ing in the repulse of the Japanese. 
This hill is situated near the railroad, 
and eight trains were kept busy bring- 
ing the wounded soldiers into the city. 
The wounded men from the east forts 
reached Port Arthur in all kinds of 
vehicles, many, however, coming on 
foot, dragging shattered limbs. The 
Russians unite in declaring that the 
fortress will never fall, but they ex- 
pect that scarcely a building will be 
left in the city where now there is 
scarcely a whole pane of glass. 

The Chinese arriving here Wednes- 
day night say that the Japanese actu- 
ally captured two lightlj* garrisoned 
forts on the east shore, but abandoned 
them when their comrades were re- 
pulsed from other positiogis. The 
Russians, how'ever, insist that this is 
untrue. The forts at Port Arthur bris- 
tle with guns, including many of 8- 
inch caliber, but the naval artillery- 
men are alleged to have inflicted the 
heaviest loss on the Japanese. 

The Japanese, while repulsed, have 
by no means been beaten, and a re- 
new'al of the fighting w’as expected 
when the junk departed Tuesday from 
Port Arthur. Among the prisoners 
captured during the engagement on 
Wolf’s mountain wras a Japanese lieu- 
tenant carrying a freshly written let- 
ter stating that the fighting had been 
severe and the Japanese losses w’ere 
heavy. The Japanese are now' occu- 
pying the outposts trenches which 
they captured from the Russians.

Modification in Adjustment of Salaries 
in Free Delivery Service. 



Washington. Aug. 4.— Fourth Assist- 
ant Postmaster General Bristow Wed- 
nesday said that the modification an- 
nounced Tuesday in the adjustment of 
salaries of free delivery service car- 
riers affected about 11,000 carriers. 
Ttieir salaries will be increased in 
amounts ranging from $ls to $72 a 
year. Under the general adjustment 
recently announced took eiiect July 1, 
11,500 rural carriers received $720 a 
year, but the modification order an- 
nounded Tuesday to take effect August 
1 increases the number drawing the 
amount 11,000, making a total of 22,- 
500 carriers drawing the maximum of 
$720. These maximum paid carriers 
travel 20 miles or more daily and 
serv'e 100 families or more. Mr. Bris- 
tow said Wednesday that no other 
change in the recent general adjust- 
ment of caniers’ salaries was con- 
templated.

Says the Liverpool Post, the busy 
thoroughfare which we know as Picca- 
dilly is far removed from anything ru- 
ral as it is possible to imagine, and it 
can hardly be realized that there was 
a time when merely one or two houses 
stood on what is now one of the finest 
and richest of the world’s streets. The 
name Piccadilly appears to be derived 
from the r'itJs, piccadils or piccadil- 
loes worn by the gallants of the time 
of James I. and Charles I., the stiffen- 
ing points of which resembled spear 
heads or picardills, a minutive of “pi- 
ca,” from the Spanish and Italian, 
Blount, in his Glossographla (1656), 
interprets it as the edge or a skirt of 
a garment and a stiff collar or band 
for the neck and shoulders, whence the 
wooden piccadllloes (the pillory) in 
Hudibras. Thus the first house built 
in the road may have been so named 
“from its being the utmost or skirt 
house of the suburbs that way.” Oth- 
ers say the name is taken from the fact | 
that “one Higgins who built it (the | 
house), got most of his estate from ! 
the sale of piccadillas,” but the name ■ 
occurs many years earlier than the i 
mention of tne first house, thus Gerard, 
in his Herbal (1596), states that “the 
small wild bee-glosse grows upon the 
drie-ditch bankes about PIccadilla.” 
The road is referred to in Stow’s nar- 
rative of Sir Thomas Wyatt’s rebellion 
in 1554 as “the highway on the hill 
over against St. James’,” and in Agga’s 
map (1560) it la lettered “The way to 
Redinge.”

The late Paymaster Clark, of Dela- 
ware, of the United States navy, was 
attached to one of the ships on the 
European station during the period of 
the civil war, relates the New York 
Times. She was an armed vessel and 
had been long at sea, and went in for 
coal, provisions and to give the men 
a liberty day on shore. To meet these 
and other expenses Paymaster Clark 
drew sight drafts on the sub-treasury 
of New York through the government 
agents, J, S. Morgan & Co., bankers, at 
Old Broad street, London. 

Accompanied by the vice consul, he 
went to the Plymouth branch of the 
Bank of England, and, presenting his 
drafts, asked to have them changed 
for notes and gold. The bank manager, 
not content with exercising proper 
commercial scrutiny, was extremely 
disobliging, and finally said: 

“Well, I do not know tile sab-treas- 
ury, I do not know the paper, nor you, 
and I have never had business with the 
gentleman who is United States vice 
consul here, so I won’t cash your 
drafts. You say J. S. Morgan will in- 
dorse them. You had better go up to 
^ndon and let him cash them.” 

Mr. Clark went to the telegraph of- 
fice and put himself in communication 
with the manager of the house of Mor- 
gan, who went to the Bank of England 
in London. The bank sent word to the 
Plymouth branch manager, and that- 
gentleman came personally to the Roy- 
al hotel, and, with hat in hand, begged 
to be of service to Paymaster Clark in 
any way that gentleman would sug- 
gest. 

The apparently placated paymaster, 
accompanied by his clerk, went with 
the bank officer to the bank. 'The drifts 
were duly passed over, and a large 
bundle of Bank of England notes placed 
before the paymaster. 

“What are these ?’^ asked CHark. 

“Those are Bank of England notes.” 

“Yes, I see they are notes, signed by 
PYederick May, that the bank will pay 
bearer, etc. Well. I do not know Mr. 
May, and of course I do not know you. 
This paper may be good, but I have no 
assurance of that. I’ll trouble you for 
the gold.” 

The humiliated bank manager had to 
hunt it up, and Paymaster Clark had it 
carried down to the boat in triumph. 

“I would have preferred part of the 
money in notes," he said, “but I could 
not refuse the chance of getting even 
with him.” 



The threatened extinction of military 
bands — in the present form, at any rate 
— is to be deplored, if only for the reason 
that the big drum is the best rescruiting 
agent that the army possesses, say the 
Pall Mall Gazette. It is undoubtedly the 
case that the inspiring crash of brass and 
shrill whistling of the fifes accompany- 
ing a regiment on the march have done 
more to arouse martial enthusiasm in 
the hearts of prospective soldiers than 
all the government placards put togeth- 
er. The average aspirant for- military 
glory reads the well-known free kit and 
remains calm; to hold out against the 
roll of the drum, however, is quite ai- 
other thing. 

For a long time past Pall Mall has 
looked with disfavor on military bands. 
This has now culminated in the decision 
of the war office to issue a new set of 
rules under which they are to be main- 
tained in future. These have occasioned 
consternation broadcast, for when they 
I come into effect — somewhere about the 
end of July — it will be found quite im- 
possible to carry on the bands in any- 
thing like their present state of ef- 
ficiency. The principal reason for this 
is, first, because the numerical strength 
is to be cut down to a mere 21 in each 
instance, and, secondly, because the 
financial support hitherto accorded to a 
band by the commissioned ranks is to be 
withdrawn altogether. Accordingly, a 
regimental band will have to exist as 
best it may on Its government subsidy 
of £160 per annum. When it is remem- 
bered that this works out at less than 
£4 a week, the futility of the proceed- 
ing needs no further laBoring. 

Although the authorized “establish- 
ment” of a military band has for many 
years past been 21, and it is for this num- 
ber that instruments have been provided 
officially, it has been the practice in 
every regiment to add to this considera- 
bly. The cost of doing so has been borne 
by the officers, all above the rank and 
subaltern, contributing for the purpose 
one day’s pay per month. It is this sys- 
tem that the authorities in Pall Mall are 
now going to knock on the head. Army 
bands in future are to be conducted in 
the “regulation” manner or not at all. 
The latter contingency is the sure and 
certain fate of those belonging to prac- 
tically all the “crack” corps. Take the 
case of the Grenadiers or Coldstreams, 
for example. Each maintains— ^and re- 
quires them for the proper discharge of 
the calls made upon them — 39 musicians 
in addition to the official 21. Without 
such aid it would be Impossible to per- 
form half the pieces fn their pro- 
grammes. Again, if they were not avail- 
able there would be no one to take the 
places of men temporarily off duty. At 
present a proportion of these “extras” 
are always under training, and are 
drawn upon to fill up the constant va- 
cancies due to discharges, eac.
